Reds Test New' 
Type Atom Bombs 


MOSCOW Lf —The Soviet gov-

eminent today claimed success­ 
ful tests of “ new type” atomic 
bombs in recent weeks but said 
it still wants an international ban 
on mass destruction weapons. 
The announcement by the So­ 
viet news agency Tass said the 
blasts occurred “in the last few 
weeks” but gave no details of the 
“ new type” weapons tested. 
In Washington, 
a spokesman 
for the U. S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission said 
the 
Russian 
an­ 
nouncement “ merely confirms” 
the AEC’s statement Aug. 31 that 
a fission atomic explosion of about 
the same power as recent U. S. 
tests in Nevada had taken place 
Aug. 23 in Russia. The previous 
statement added the explosion 
“ would appear to be part of a 
series.” 
Observers in Washington con­ 
cluded that the Soviet explosion 
apparently did not involve the 
thermonuclear reactions of a hy­ 
drogen bomb. 
Moscow ’s announcement stirred 
speculation 
at United 
Nations 
headquarters in New' York that 
it w as timed to pave the way for 
new Soviet disarmament propos­ 
als to the U. N. Assembly, which 


has just opened its eighth an­ 
nual session in New York. These 
were not expected to differ ma­

The Soviet statement said that 
although the Soviet Union “ is able

New Englander's Bill 
To Be Labeled W ith 
1954 Date, He Reveals 


NEW CASTLE, N. H.

Styles Bridges, Republican from

spokesman in the U. S. Senate, pre­ 
dicted today that America soon will 
return to the gold standard in its 
monetary transactions. 
Bridges made his statement af­ 
ter declaring that thanks to Pres­ 
ident Dwight Eisenhower’s ad­ 
ministration policies “the honest 
dollar has come into Its own.” 
Along with predicting America’s 
return to the gold standard, Bridg­ 
es said he expects “a new era of 
prosperity in New 
England 
and 
throughout the nation.” 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment on Bridges’ gold standard pre­ 
diction from either the summer 
White House in Denver or from 
monetary officials in Washington. 
Speaking before the 112th quar­ 
terly meeting of the New England 
I Council Bridges said: “The return 
to the honest dollar can only re­ 
sult in additional consumption, in­ 
vestment and savings.

“ IT SEEMS TO me that we have

Bridges, who is chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 
criticized what he called the un­ 
sound money policy of the New 
Deal administration and said 
it 
brought

through inflation to millions of Am­ 
ericans. 
He announced he has introduced 
a bill, which he termed the “Gold 
Redemption Act of 1954,” 
which 
will restore this country to the 
gold standard. 
He said the bill “will have the 
effect of curbing inflation and re­ 
storing sound money, as pledged 
by the Republican platform of 
1952. 
“ It is essential, in my judgment, 
that a public confidence in the cur­ 
rency of this nation be encourag­ 
ed if we are to realize our full eco­ 
nomic strength.

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CONFUSION OF FIBERS 
NEW INVENTIONS GENERALLY bring 
new problems, and miracle fibers are no 
exception. Laundries and dry cleaners re­ 
port a new crop of headaches as a result 
of the rapid introduction of new raw mate­ 
rials for clothes. Manufacturers of test 
tube fibers, the great in d u s try that fabri­ 
cates them into garments, and retailers 
complain that laundries sometimes do not 
do right by their innovations. 
But for language both picturesque and 
descriptive, it is necessary to interview 
someone in the laundry or dry cleaning 
business. What they think of the new test 
tube clothes and those who unloose them 
on the cleaning industry without proper re­ 
search or labeling, is sulphurous. To some 
laundrymen these new mystery fabrics are 
the last straw, or fiber. 
Laundrymen complain that manufactur­ 
ers do not label these new miracle clothes 
properly. The National Institute of D r y 
Cleaners and the American Institute of 
Laundering are trying to get manufactur­ 
ers to label each garment with the exact 
percentage of each fiber it contains. This 
label should be stamped on or sewed in, not 
merely tied on to be discarded by the cus­ 
tomer, they say. 
Manufacturers fear that synthetic fibers 
may get a permanently bad name with the 
public unless there is improvement in 
cleaning techniques. They say some laun­ 
dries pay little attention to labeling, and 
that miracle-fiber garments often return to 
the customer in a condition that cannot be 
described as miraculous. 
And sc it goes. But cleaners are confi­ 
dent they can do as good a job with m an­ 
made fibers as with wool, silk or cotton, if 
they know what they are working on. And 
they stress that much of the current con­ 
fusion was caused by the big spurt of the 
last 12 months in introduction of various 
blends of man-made and natural fibers. 


DISPENSABLE MAN 
WHEN THE CAPABILITIES of the elec- 
tronic brain created by University of Mich­ 
igan scientists are fully explored, it may j 
be found that man has taken a long stride 
toward reducing himself to a state of com­ 
plete unessentiality. 
Turning loose his inventive genius, mod­ 
ern mar. has built machines that perform 
just about all the labors that consumed the 
energies of his forefathers, including the 
universal chore of walking. In many in­ 
stances it is now no longer necessary even 
to push a button to set his mechanical 
brain-children in motion. Electronics take 
care of that. Thus scientific achievement 
battens upon itself. 
This latest gadget suggests man has not 
seen everything yet. Here may be a fore­ 
shadowing of the conquest by machinery of 
m an’s last distinguishing characteristic — 


It is often suggested that it is impossible 
for the Unitea States not to recognize Com­ 
munist China because that government is 
actually in possession of the country and 
its 450 million inhabitants. 
The argument is unsound and without 
precedent. The United States did not recog­ 
nize Soviet Russia from 1917 to 1933 and it 
did no harm to either country. t 
When Franklin D. Roosevelt and Maxim 
Litvinov concluded their negotiations by an 
exchange of letters, each side agreed not 
to interfere with the other's form of gov­ 
ernment or to engage in political activities 
inside the other country. 
Yet, within a year, Soviet Russia, estab­ 
lished the Harold Ware spy cell in the 
United States to infiltrate our government, 
an operation that was remarkably success­ 
ful. That cell operated on a high level, and 
included Alger Hiss, whose influence on 
our foreign policy has proved so disas­ 
trous. 
Actually, all our relations with Soviet 
Russia have been unhappy. Even while we 
were allies and the United States w a s 
granting Russia $11 billion as a gift, the 
Kremlin sent spies to steal the atom bomb 
and the Lord only knows what else. Arthur 
Adams, Klaus Fuchs, Bruno Pontecorvo, 
the Rosenberg apparatus have left a mark 
upon Communist-American relations that 
will never be forgotten. 
This is not just a matter of membership 
in a political party; it involves espionage 
and the theft of national secrets. 
It can, therefore, be regarded as safely 
within precedent and reason for the United 
States not to recognize Communist China 
or any other new Communist country as 
long as that country’s foreign policy is 
controlled by the Kremlin. 
An argument against this conclusion is 
that since the United States actually has 
recognized Soviet Russia, Poland, Ruma­ 
nia, Czechoslovakia and other Communist 
countries, why not recognize every Com­ 
munist country including the Chinese? The 
answer to that is that some of the countries 
were recognized before they had been 
brought to boot by the Kremlin and were 
part of a series of errors made at Teheran, 
Yalta and Potsdam. Certainly, since the 
American policy has been altered in 1943, 
there is no longer any need to rush into 
more misfortunes. 
With regard to Communist China, there 
are important moral considerations. O u r 
ally in World War II was Nationalist China. 
The defeat of Chiang Kai-shek by the Chi­ 
nese Communists was due to errors of judg­ 
ment on the part of General George Mar­ 
shall, who represented the United States in 
China. He arranged a truce which hog-tied 
Chiang Kai-shek but gave the C h i n e s e 
Communists ample opportunity to reorgan­ 
ize for further warfare and Chiang’s defeat. 
The United States is therefore under an 
obligation to Chiang Kai-shek and the For­ 
mosan government, which is moral in na­ 
ture. The errors which brought on his de­ 
feat were not Chiang’s; they were Mar­ 
shall's. They were not China's; they were 
America’s. 
There are some who shrug this idea off 
as unrealistic. Their argument is that 
whatever happened in 1948 and 1949 is over 
the dam; that we are concerned not with 
the past, but with the present and the fu­ 
ture.

PAUL TEACHES FAITH IN CHRIST 
AND ETHICAL CONDUCT TOWARD OTHERS 


S crip tu re—41 C orinthians 7:6-7; 8:23 a; T itus l : l f 
2:1— 3:14. 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
OUR LESSON today introduces 
Os to Titus, a young man who is 
not mentioned in the Acts of the 
A postles, 
W r i t i n g to the Corinthians, 
Paul, evidently in low spirits (and 
no wondei ), tells tis that God sent 
Titus to him: ' Nevertheless God, 
that comfort* th those that are 
cast down, comforted us by the 
coming of Titus; and not by his 
coming only, but by the consola­ 
tion wherewith he was comforted 
in you, when he told us your 
earnest desire, y o u r mourning, 
your fervent mind toward me, so 
that I rejoiced the more.” 
What a very h u m a n picture 
that is, of Paul in his cell, aw ait­ 
ing death and trying not to be 
sorrowful, and then his joy at the 
coming of Titus, bringing news 
that his people in faroff Crete 
were thinking of him and mourn­ 
ing because of his unhappy cir­ 
cumstances. 
We are told that Titus was 
born of Gentile parents, probably 
a native of Antioch. In II Corinth­ 
ians 8:23, Paul says that if any 
want to know who Titus is, he is 
•‘my partner and fellow-worker,” 
and in other verses in the same 
chapter he calls him "my true 
child after a common faith.” 
Titus was given many missions 


younger the ethics of the Chris­ 
tian. 
“That tho aged men Im? sober, 
grave, temperate, sound in faith, 
in charity, in patience. The aged [ 
woman likewise, that they be in 
behaviour as becometh holiness, 
not false accusers, not given to 
much wine, teachers of g o o d \ 
things; 
“That t h e y may t e a c h the 
young women to be sober, to love j 
their husbands, to love their chil- ; 
dren, to be disc reet, chaste, keep- j 
ors at home, good, obedient to 
their own husbands, that the word 
of God be not blasphemed.” 
He is told to exhort servants 
to be obedient to their masters, 
and honest in their dealings. 
Paul believed that men should 
obey the laws of the land and be 
obedient to those in authority. 
“Put them in mind.’’ he writes 
Titus, “to be subject to princi­ 
palities and p o w e r s , to obey 
magistrates, to be ready to every 
good work. To speak evil of no 
man, to be no b r a w l e r s , but 
gentle, shewing all meekness unto 
all men. 
“For we ourselves also wore 
sometimes foolish, disobedient, de­ 
ceived, serving diverse lusts and 
pleasures, living in malice and 
envy, hateful, and hating one an­ 
other." 
Paul is not above acknowledg-

try Paul. He was sent to correct 
faults of the Corinthians and to 
collect a fund for the relief of the 
"saints" in Jerusalem. 
He was 
also sent to Corinth on at least 
two other occasions, and he al­ 
ways accomplished his missions. 
In the verses assigned to our 
lesson Paul advises Titus not only 
to teach of faith in the redemp­ 
tive power of Christ and His sec­ 
ond coming, but also the manner 
in which the Christians should 
act toward their fellowmen, 
Titus became the first bishop 
of the Cretian church, our Bible 
states at the end of Paul s epistle 
to him. 
Paul, founder of the Christian 
church, stressed again and again 
men’s relations with others. Be­ 
cause his c o u n s e l to Titus in 
teaching his fellow Christians is 
so pertinent to our relations with 
our fellows in today’s complicated 
and troubled world, I quote freely 
from his letters to his “partner 
and fellou'-worker.” 
"But speak thou the t h i n g s 
which become sound doctrine.” He 
mentions first the aged men w’ho 
would have great influence with 
the younger ones, then the older 
women who were to teach the 


ing that ho too had sometimes 
been at fault—he was not perfect. 
From the y o u n g e r children 
right up to the oldest members of 
a Christian congregation t h e s e 
words shoe’d strike home. Small 
children, as well as older ones and 
adults, often are envious, jealous, 
inclined to quarrel and fight. Help 
the children to acknowledge these 
faults as Paul confesses his, and 
show’ them how they too can learn 
to control tempers and not envy 
and fight with their playmates. 
His last injunction to Titus is 
to teach the value of useful labor. 
“And let our people also learn to 
maintain good works for neces­ 
sary uses, that they be not un­ 
fruitful.” 
To do our share of the world’s 
work is another lesson we must 
learn if we are to attain Paul's 
idea of a Christian. Children may 
be taught the satisfaction of use­ 
ful w’ork, and be helped to experi­ 
ence it. 
In our churches it is usually the 
few w’ho do the hard jobs that are 
so necessary to the upkeep of the 
edifice in which we worship. Let 
each of us ask ourselves if w’e are 
doing our share, in home, job and 
church, and strive to do better if 
we are n o t

State John Foster Dulles says more 
good will and unity in the Far 
East and Pacific areas could lead 
to comprehensive mutual security 
agreements. 
Dulles, speaking last night at a 
dinner honoring Crown Prince Aki- 
hito of Japan, said the United 
States in vitally interested in a 
collective security organization in 
the Pacific. 
This country has signed individ­

New Zealand (Anzus), Japan, The 
Philippines, and a tentative pact 
with South Korea. 
Noting that the ANZUS council 
voted to exclude other Far Eastern 
nations from their defense organi­ 
zation, Dulles added: 
“This does not mean we have 
abandoned the development of a

comprehensive

“ But before there can be useful 
development by way of multilat­ 
eral treaties, there is need for the 
development, 
within the

area, of a greater measure of in­ 
ternational good will and a greater 
unity of purpose.

I spent more than 
24 
months, 
fronrrthe spring of 1951 to the spring 
of 1953. in 
Ruzyne 
Prison 
near 
Prague, Czechoslovakia. 
All 
that 
time I lived in a cell 
I was arrested while serving as 
an Associated Press foreign cor­ 
respondent. I was accused of espio­ 
nage, convicted and sentenced to 
IO y e a r s ’ imprisonment. I got out 
in less time on a pardon. 
In retrospect, the 
weeks 
and 
months seem to have gone by fast. 
That is because the 
prisoner 
r e ­ 
m e m b ers little that 
happened 
in 
th e m —because they 
were empty. 
This very em ptiness makes each 
day itself seem to go by so slowly. 
- 
I used to wake, to the guards 
reveille call, and think, “ It is 16 
hours till I can sleep again; how 
can I ever pass that tim e? ’ 
It was as if I had fallen to the 
bottom of a deep well and must 
swim upw ard and upward, holding 
my breath, to save my life, 
In a cell a man lives while he is 
asleep, while he is awake, he only 
exists. In d r e a m s he lives the life 
he cannot live in reality. I d r e a m ­ 
ed of buying newspapers, walking 
the streets, riding trains, eating in 
restaurants, talking with my wife 
and friends. 
Tim e goes most 
slowly 
when 
the prisoner is alone in his cell, b e­ 
cause then he has only his own 
mind to help him fight time, and 
his mind is likely to play him false 
and turn to his fate. If he has a 
cellmate, he has the strength of 
two in the fight, because he has 
! another's resources as well as his 
; ow n. 
I was alone 
only 
about 
three 
1 months in Ruzyne. But I knew one 
j man that had spent more than nine 
months in solitary confinement, and 
another that 
had 
been 
waiting 
more than two years for trial, alone 
or with a companion. 
I had seven cellmates, one after 
another; two Czechs, two M orav­ 
ians, a Slovak, a Slovakian J e w 
and an Austrian. They ranged in 
age from the 20s to the 60s—two 
mechanical engineers, a clerk, a 
priest, a policeman, an a rm y offi- , 
cor and a politician. 
The long day began with reveille 
around 5:30 a 
rn. and ended with 
taps around 9:30 In between, every 
incident, however routine, was a 
milestone; it meant that a certain 
am ount of time was past, and the 
prisoner w as 
that 
much 
n ea rer 
bedtime. 
We dressed, folded our blankets, 
washed in cold water with coarse 
laundry soap and 
had 
breakfast. 
We waited for 
the 
mid morning 
sandwich, given 
to 
the 
skinnier 
prisoners like me. It came, and 
we waited for 
the 
mid afternoon 
sandwich. Then there was supper, 
and then there were three hours to 
bedtime. 
A 
meal was always a notable 
event It m eant time was past, and 
we listened eagerly for the sounds 
that told us that inmates from a 
nearby labor ca m p were shuffling 
down our hall, setting food outside 
each door. 
There was always the fascinating 
question of what was coming for 
lunch. 
Each mealtim e, a guard opened 
the cell door so we could take the 
food in 
Eac h inmate got a small 
double boiler full, with liquid below 
and solid above. 
Breakfast was always a chunk 
of coarse rye bread with a coffee 
i substitute, probably 
made 
from 
roasted grain. Lunch included soup, 
usually excellent, and mashed po­ 
tatoes with gravy, spinach, cabbage 
i sauerkra ut or carrots on top, or 
else heavy Czech dumplings with 
gravy. Supper might he potatoes, 
I rice or boiled pearled barley, this 
last a tasteless dish that m any pris­ 
o n e r s flushed down the toilet.
